ment and ran his first cross country race in exactly a year. 
The result was a successful defense of his national AAU 
cross country title and a new course record by 73 seconds. 
Wilt ran 10,000 meters over a snow crusted course 
in 31:17.6 to edge out Gordon McKenzie by a margin of up to 
20 yards. Wilt was as surprised as any at the result. He 
said, "I just tagged along for the ride until the finish." 
Joe Tyler, 2l-year-old sailor from San Diego NTC 
who won most southern California races this season, led for 
the first half mile. Then McKenzie, who hopes to tackle the 
English distance stars this year, and Olympic champ Horace 
Ashenfelter forged into the lead, followed by Wilt and Char- 
ley Capozzoli. At the 4-mile mark Ashenfelter was forced 
to drop back. At 53 miles, Capozzoli, whose law studies 
prevent full training, could no longer hold on. With 200 
yards to go Wilt turned on a hard kick and pulled away.

23--Wes Santee continued his 
winning ways by leading Kansas to its first NCAA cross 
country title. 

Santee's triumph, in a fast 19:)3.5, was no surprise, 
but Michigan State, Big Ten and ICA champ, was the team 
favorite. The Spartans could do no better than sixth, how- 
ever, scoring 125 points behind Kansas! 70, 82 for Indiana, 
94 for Syracus, 97 for Penn State and 10) for Pittsburgh. 

In making his second NCAA start (he was 36th as a soph 
in 1951) Santee turned in the second fastest time ever over 
the four-mile Michigan State course. All 15 championships 
have been run at MSC and Charley Capozzoli's 19:36.7 of 
last year is the meet and course record. 


Big Ten titlist Rich Ferguson of Iowa led for two miles 2 


but had to drop out with a severe stitch. Wheaton's Kikuo 
Moryia took over for the next mile, then Santee shot ahead 
to win handily. 

John Kelley, the IC)A winner,was second, and John Barry 
third, both soundly defeating Ray Osterhout who couldn't 
repeat his fine 19:50.0 of last year. 

It was the fourth win for Bill Easton who coach threc 
successive winners at Drake in 19-5-6,. Kansas! win cul- 
minated a steady drive, from 6th in 199 through fourth in 
1950, and second in 1951.

Foundation for John Landy's magnificent mile was laid 
in the book-lined study of coach Percy Cerutty,overlook- 
ing Melbourne's beautiful Doman and Botanic Gardens, in 
the Spring. of 1950. 

A promising footballer,Landy was diffident about sub- 
mitting to the strict regimen of training proposed by 
Cerutty,particularly as it would mean temporarily fore- 
going one of his major interests - butterfly collecting. 

Naturally Landy had not thought of himself as a Four- 
minute miler,but Cerutty, a man of unusually keen percept- 
ion, had foreseen the great potential of this then 20- 
year-old youth. 

After a long discussion -erutty exacted a promise from 
Landy that he would lay aside his other interests for one 
year, and devote himself to the task of developing his 
running potential. 

Cerutty then taught Landy correct running style by giv- 
ing personal demonstrations, and set a schedule so that he 
could work alone near his home, 

It was typical or Cerutty that he never once inquired 
of Landy's training progress - and it was equally typical 
of Landy that he never ventured the information.(Verutty 
ultimately learned second-hand that John so faithfully 
carried out the program that he missed only two days in 
six months, ) 

The result of this first training period was that Landy 
improved his personal-best mile from 4:21 in March 1951,to 
4:14 in January-the following year. 

Realising then his prospects, John decided to carry on 
beyoml the twelve months. He won his way into Australia's 
Olympic team, and in Helsinki picked up the further know- 
ledge that finally brought him to the top rank. 

Says Gerutty of Landy:"He has the spirit, or inner dri- 
ving force,that hus its basis in unusually high intellig- 
ence.He revealed evidences of superior attainments as ear- 
ly as his tenth year.His capacity for sustained efforton 
a high level was noticed by his teachers, and he was des- 
crabed as having the seeds of genius ".

TRACK TALK 


by Cordner Nelson 

I expect the 5000 meter run in next summer's 
European Championships to be the greatest competitive event 
ever held, both from the standpoint of fast times and close 
competition. For many years I regarded Higg's 13:58.2 for 
5000 meters as the best distance mark of all, but I expect 
several men to break that world record in Bern next year. 
To get some idea of the magnificence of the competition, 
let's start with the great quartet who put on that thrilling 
last-curve battle at Helsinki. Emil Zatopek appears better 
than ever, with a new confidence in his finishing kick. 
Alain Mimoun ran, in 19535, his fastest races excepting his 
usual come-through on the Big Occasion. Herbert Schade was 
improving fast last year, but an injury held him back this 
year. Young Chris Chataway stayed away from the 5000 this 
year (although he turned in an 8:49.6 2-mile), but nobody 
doubts his ability to run under 14 minutes if he wants to. 
Add Gordon Pirie, vastly improved to 14:02.6 this year, and 
the main threat to Zatopek next year. Also, from the Olym- 
pic field, add Gaston Reiff, reportedly determined to redeem 
himself for his Olympic failure and capable of doing it. 
Then there are three amazing Eastern Europeans who startled 
the track world this year and should continue to improve: 
Aleksandr Anufriyev (13:58.8), Jozsef Kovacs (14:01.2), and 
Vladimir Kuts (14:02.2). In addition to these nine men of 
proven ability there are at least three remarkable young- 
sters whose rapid rise in 1953 makes them almost certain 
léeminutecmen in 1954: Franz Herman can run ten seconds 
faster than his fine 8:06.6 for 3,000 meters, according to 
Don Canham, and told Canham he would concentrate on the 
5000 next year. Stan Jungwirth, a 3:45 1500 meter man, is 
reported ready to try the 5000. Tor L&nnquist, a young 
Finn, amazed everybody with an unexpected 8:09.6 for 3000 
meters this year. If only Lalf of these dozen runners come 
through there'll be nothing like it anywhere else in the 
history of track and field. I wouldn't mind watching it. 

LANDY? Part of this issue was prepared with the 
thought t. ohn Landy would run a sensational mile in one 
of his races of December 5, 12, and:19. Joe Galli writes: 

"I have no doubt John will break the record. In fact, 

good judges are talking in terms from 3:56 to 3:58." Galli 
says Landy sometimes runs 45 repeated 440s, fast! Landy has 
a chance to place himself higher on the list of consistently 
fast milers (printed elsewhere in this issue), as he already 
has three of the fastest 100 combined 1500m and mile times. 
(The IAAF tables seem to give the 1500 meter man a break.) 
Incidentally, I'll bet you can't list the three milers, in 
order, who appear most frequently on that list. Arne Anders- 
son appears 9 times to 7 for Gunder Hidgg, but Gaston Reiff 
slips in between with 8 fast races. 


A COMPLAINT about officiating has been received, 
It seems re are too many even heights (without fractions) 
credited to high jumpers and pole vaulters. Many non- 
winning jumps are not measured at all. (Of course, some 
sliding standards are used to set up an even height, measur- 
ed before the jump.) Let's do something to check this. 

LEAMON KING, California high school junior who 
sprinted 20.5 on a wet track last May, did not receive cred- 
it for breaking Owen&s* record because there was no wind 
guage. King's coach says the only wind was perpendicular to
